In thirty-one sermons, Robert Shan- 
non gives a multifaceted view of Jesus 
Christ. Declaring the supremacy of 
Christ and the supremacy of sermons 
focused on Christ allows the book to 
move from the prophetic Psalms (118) to 
the closing words of Revelation. This 
wide array of Scripture gives the reader 
a glimpse of Jesus in a variety of set- 
tings. 
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Robert Shannon continually gives us a 
variety of word pictures that illuminate 
each subject. In a modified topical style 
of preaching, he allows us to experience 
with Christ but never leaves us stuck in 
the New Testament culture. At times 
the wording is succinct and direct and 
sweeps the reader along with the ser- 
mon, such as “The Fox and the Lamb.” 
Most other sermons are not as dramati- 
cally arresting, but always brim with 
application, pertinent quotations, and 
protracted consistent theme develop- 
ment.
